Wireless 
age about: a month ago, 
the steam launch Tong On 
(given out as the Tung On In the 
message) was detained by the Chin- 
ese Military Authorities at Wuchow 
subsequent to a collision with a 

*“eommandecred” launch, but so far 
the actual setails have not been 
published. - 

The full story of the collision, the 
subsequent seizure of the launch 
and the triat of the: pilot and 
coxswain was obtained by a 
China Mail representative thls 
morning in an interview with the 
owner of the Tong On. 

A Collision 


Jt appeared that the Tong On, 
which is under British registry, 
whilst towing a fleet of lighters to 
-Wuchow, came into collision with 
the launch Tien Hoi at a spot below 
Shiuhing on December 27. The 
Tien Hoi was a Chinese vessel and 
at the time she was commandeered 
by the Chinese Military Authorities. 

The Tien Hoi snnk ag a result of 

. the collision and the Tong On was 
immediately placed under arrest. 
She was escorted back to Shiuhing. 
As she was bound for Wuchow with 
a great quantity of non-perishable 
cargo, she was allowed to proceed 
on her way. A_ military escort, 

‘however, was placed on board, 


Naval Intervention 


On arrival at Wuchow the matter 
was reported to Military Head- 
quarters, and the Tong On was 

eremptorily seized, Fortunately 
here were two British sloops in 
harbour, und they intervened. The 
British ‘Naval’ officers in command 
of the sloops pointed out to the 
Chinese Military Authoritica that as 
‘the Tong On was flying the British 
flag, she was’ therefore entitled to 
British protection. : 
Asa result, the Tong’On was 
~ placed in charge of the Commission. 
er of the Chinese Maritime Customs 
there, who himself was a Chinese 
official. The pilot and coxswain of 
the Tong+On were taken into cus- 
tody, and the vessel detained. 


Demands Preposterous 


Meanwhile the owner in Hong 
« Kong was notified and he at once 
despatched a representative to Wu- 
chow to effect an amicable settle- 
ment. The Military Authorities 
there demanded $2,000 for the sal- 
vage of the Tien Hoi, $4.000 for re- 
pairs and another $1,000 for the 
ioss of gears, 

The demands made were too 
preposterous, to say the least, and 
the owner asked the matter to be 
taken before a Civil Court, Either 
there was not a Civil Court in 
Wuchow or the Military Author- 
ities were not agreeable to this, 
the’ case was brought before the 
Military Tribunal. At the trial, 
which .was held subsequently, no 
attempt was made to investigate 

- the’ circumstances surrounding the 

collision. Neither the coxswain 
nor the pilot was allowed to pre- 
sent his case. _ The presiding 
judge at the Military Tribunal put 
one very ambiguous question to 
the pilot: which . could either be 
meant “Were you responsible for 
the collision,” or “Were you res- 
ponsible for the ship.”

EXTREMISTS ‘3 RESTRAINED 
Rugby, Yesterday. 

The Cabinet to-day after a meet- 
Ing of , the Parliamentary Labour 
Party agreed to compromise in the 
conflict which has arisen ‘betiveen 
the House of Commons and the 
House of Lords over the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance BM. . It {s offically 
stated that at a meeting the 
Premler set forth the situation 
created by the action of the House 
of Lords in insisting upon their 
amendment, Hmiting the duration 
of the Bill to one year. He point- 
ed out that there were three courses 
open, namely, to accept . the amend- 
ment, resist it, or amend it. 

The meeting decided to act upon 
the Government’s suggestion that 
the House of Lords’ amendment be 
amended to provide that’ the 
measure should continue in force 
until June 30, 1933, 


The compromise implies the ac- 
ceptance of the principle of limita- 
tion lnid down’ by the House of 
Lorda. 


The reasons for limitation as 
given in a paper issued to-day are 
that the House of Lords consider 
that, “Before passing permanent 
legislation it is desirable that op- 
portunity be afforded Parliament 
for further examining questions 
relating to unemployment = in- 
surance.” 

The matter ‘will come up for 
debate in the House of Commons 
late to-night. 
modification of the House of Lords’ 
amendment being “passed, it is ex- 
pected that a modification will be 
accepted by the House of Lords. 
It appears that at a-meeting of the 
Cabinet with the Parliamentary 
Labour Party, a compromise pro- 
posal was strongly redisted dy a 
section of the party, but counsels 
of moderation prevailed.—British

SAMPAN GIRL 


‘CHINESE CHARGED AT THE 
DISTRICT COURT =‘ 


ALLEGED CRIME DESCRIBED 

The case in which Yu Sang, Li Sze, 
and Ip Sui-wan are charged with the 
murder of a sampan girl, Kwok Ching- 
mun, on board a boat at Cheung Chau 
on tho night of December 17, was again 
before Mr. J. S. MacLaren, Assistant 
District Officer, New Territories, at the 
Court of the Southern District, Post 
Office Building, this morning. 

The important witness for the prose- 
eution still being unavailable, proceed- 
ings were confined to the reading of 
the prisoners’ statements on the charges 
of murder and robbery. The state- 
ments were all verlficd by the men. 

Murder Denied 

On the murder charge, Yu Yang, on 
December 19, at the Central Police Sta- 
tion stated: “I did not murder her. 
The people on several of the boats 
near by called out ‘Thief.’ T got 
frightened’ and jumped into the har- 
bour.” 

The second prisoner, Li Sze, stated 
that on the night of December 17, he ' 
was with Yu Sang. They wore ashore 
together. He saw that Yu Sang had a 

|knife. | When they got aboard the 
sampan, Yu Sang took two bangles 
from the girl, who called out “Saye 
life” and then Jumped into the water. 
He himself was at the bow of the baat 
at the time, 

Selzed by the Neck | 

Ip Sui-wan, when questioned, sa{d, 
“IT know nothing, I did not murder 
the girl, I was sleeping at the stern 
of her boat’? He added that he saw 
that Yu Sang had a knife.. He also 
saw him selze the girl by the neck, 
When the girl called out “Save life,” he 
at once jumped into the water. He did 
not know what happened afterwards, 
as the girl was still on the boat when 
he jumped overboard. ~~~ 

Yu Sang, when charged on January 
9 with robbery, admitted that ho took 
two, bangles from the girl. He also 
admitted that hetbrought a knife with 
him on the sAMmpan. | 

‘ The other ‘two prisonera both denied 
any participation in the affair. 

Prisoners were formally remanded 
until Wednesday, February 12.

‘A MELANCHOLY YEAR: SLOW 
HEADWAY OF THE COMBINE 


A YEAR OF DEPRESSION 

It is now some nine years since 
the cloud of depreasion settled down 
upon Lancashire, and to all outward 
appearance little, if anything, has 
been done to improve matters, or to 
put the trade once more upon its 
fect, states “The Times." Indeed, 
taking Lancashire as a whole, the 
need for a drastie reorganization of 
the industry in all its branches 
seems scarcely even now to have 


‘}penetrated the heads of the large 


hody of employers sufficiently to 
make them realize that immediate 
and energetic action is imperative. 
Meanwhile, things have been stead- 
ily going from bad to worse. 

The history of the past year has 
been peculiarly melancholy. It has 
seen the depression spread from the 
American to the Egyptian section 
of the trade, which hitherto had 
been, comparative spreaking, pro~ 
sperous. The futile and unneces- 
sary toppage over the wages dispute 
in the summer, which lasted some 
three weeks and ended in a com- 
promise, has been of no benefit to 
the employers, and has merely ex- 
asperated ‘a section of the opera- 
tives. The export trade figures 
show a steady decline as the process 
of decay continues. This year has 
been rather worse than 1928, which, 
in its turn, was worse than 1927.

Hope In Amalgamation 
Against this prevailing tide of 
apathy and depression, the Lanca- 


shire Cotton Corporation, which was 
regiatered almost a year ago, has 


.[slowly—very slowly—been making 


headway. The legal complications 
involved In amalgamating a very 
large number of mills in any stage 
of financial embarrasanient have 
proved long and tedious, In many 
eases vested interests have strug- 
gled to the Jast.to preserve their 
independence, and liquidations have 
necessarily proceeded slowly. But 
in spite of jenlousies and antagon- 
isms, real progress has been made. 
Some 70 mills are now in various 
stages of absorption, and there are 
more to come. Two of the local 
banks have taken an. active part 
from the very firat In promoting the 
organization of the combine. If 
rumour be correct the attitude of 
some of the London jaint stock 
banks has been less helpful. 
There can be little doubt that 
more wholehearted co-operation wil) 
be needed to ensure the fullest suc- 
cess for the scheme which {s re- 
cognized by the more far-seeing 
minds in the trade to be Lanea-

shire's chiaf hope of salvation. Tho 
organization of the new merger is 
not yet sufficiontly complete to en- 
able the full economies of rationali- 
zation to be realized, but the inves- 
tigations which havo already beep 
conducted “show beyond. doubt 
that the savings which. can be 


‘effected by a proper reorganization 


are really substantial in almost 
every department of the spinning 
and weaving processes, In the 
meantime, the investigations by the 
Joint Committee of Cotton Trade 
Organizations have made some pro: 
dress, It is now two years sinco 
that body Issued its first report, and 
{f practical results have as yet been 
few, that fact must be attributed 
largely to the extreme difficulty of 
obtaining any degree of co-opora- 
tion between the highly specialized 
sections of the industry, whose Im- 
mediate Interests often appear to 
be mutually conflicting, 

One very significant fact has, 
however, clearly emerged from tha 
investigations which have been 
made Into the causes of Japanese 
competition in the Far East. It has 
been shown beyond any reasonable 
doubt that if Lancashire is to re- 
gain its lost markets the old 
methods of production and market- 
Ing must be-abandoned, and the 
spasmodic and unco-ordinated mul- 
tiplicity of producers and mer- 
chants must be replaced by some 
organized form of mass production, 
and, what is equally important, 
mass distribution. In the market. 
ing end of the trade rationalization 
seems to be hardly less needed than 
in spinning and manufacturing, and 


‘|the continued existence of some 


1,500 independent merchant houses 
hardly seems consistent with mo- 
dern methods of marketing. 


A Temporary Check 

Unfortunately the movement to- 
wards closer co-operation between 
the different sections of the trade 
has for the moment received a tem- 
porary check. The institution of 
the Government inquiry into the 
cotton industry, whatever its even- 
benefits, has: had one im- 
mediate result, which, though 
perhaps inevitable in the circum- 
stances, is much to be regretted. 
In preparing evidence to place 
before tho’ Committee, gach 
section of the trade has 
naturally been anxious to de- 
fend {ts own interests against 
any -podsibld criticism’ from the 
others. The trade has consequent- 
ly been got to think once more upon 
horizontal lines, and this recrude- 
scence of the “horizontal mind,” if 
it is allowed to persist, will render 
the progress of the Joint Committee 
even more difficult than it is at pre- 
bent, 

A good deal of attention has been 
drawn to the superior organization 


of the Japanese cotton industry b;"

STRIKING FIGURES: FEWEST. 


. DEATHS SINCE 1921. 
SLOTTED WINGS 


A atriking decrease in the num- 
ber of accidents to Royal Air Force 
aircraft has resulted from the 
standardization on all British ser- 
vice machines of the Handley Page 
slotted wing safety device.. The 


figures for 1929 are the lowest for}: 


eight years. The number of ma- 
chines in the R.A.F. in 1922 was 
870, and there were $4 fatal ma- 
chine accidents and 61 deaths. In 
1929 with more than 800 machines, 
or more than double the number, 
there were only 81 fatal machine 
accidents and 42 deaths. This is 
convincing proof that tne slotted 
wing gives safety in the alr.

Years, such as 1926, the 1929 figures 
thow an even more striking declins. 
In 1926 the R.A.F. consisted of 61

“| WESTERN CANADA OPPOSED TO 


BEING ‘SANCTUARY 
REFEREES FROM EUROPE 


Western Canada will no longer 
be a sanctuary for European re- 
fugees, This conclusion may be 
drawn from the reluctance of the 
Prairie Provinces to accept 6,000 
Mennonites, now in difficulties In 
Ruasla, as settlers. The Mennonites, 
a religious sect, are people of Ger- 
man and Dutch descent whose an- 
cestors migrated to Russia ‘in the 
eighteenth century. There are al- 
ready about 30,000 of them in 
Canada. Industrious and peaceable 
but clannish, they live apart in col- 
onfes and seldom intermarry with 
other groups. + 

Without Precedent 

Early in November the German 
Government informed Canada that 
1,000 Mennonite families, abcut 
5,000 souls all told, were encamped 
outside Moscow ‘and threatened 
with deportation:to Siberia. Robert 


Forke, Minister of Immigration in |’ 


the Federal Cabinet, at once sought 
the views of Western governments, 
This in itslef was an action with- 
out precedent. Fifteen or even five 
years ago there would -have been 
no'such consultation, The refugees 
would have been Jet in as a matter 
of course on the principle that im- 
migration is-always and inevitably 
a blessing, Mr. Forke took account 
of the fact that the prevailing mood 
in Western Canada about the bene- 
fits of immigration is scepticiam. 
‘ The replies he got were adverse. 
fr. 
Prentler Anderson of Saskatchewan, 
in which Province nearly half of the 
Canadian Mennonites lve. Mr. An- 
derson showed no enthusiasm and 
his cold response expresses accur- 
ately the feeling of the majority. 
Opposed on Economic Grounds 
The day is past in Western Cana- 
da’ when homesteads, 160-acre 
grants of free land, can be had 
within easy reach of town and rail- 
way.

some other resistance to law. In 
that event, itis said, they would be

In the face of this unfavourable |' 
response by the Saskatchewan pub- 
lic there was only one line open to 
Premier Anderson. He replied that 
Saskatchewan could not take tho 
5,000 Mennonites, although it might 
accept a leaser number in parties, 
provided they would give a strict 
pledge to obey Canadian laws ang 
would be looked after by thelr com- 
patriots already in the Dominion.

Dodd, who has been with 
Messrs. Alfred Holt and Co. for 80 
years, ‘The ship left the wharf 
of the shipbuilding: company in 
the early hours of the morning, 
and carried out her speed, con- 
sumption and turning trials until 
late In the afternoon, when she re- 
turned to the. shipyard. The 
trials’ were In every way satis- 
factory, both to the owners and 
builders’ representatives, the 
engines running without vibration, 
and the turning circle being of 
very small diameter. 

It Is interesting to record that 
the fleet of the Blue Funnel Line 
at, present in commission totals 
some 678,500 tons, and that with

Included in 
the boats provided on the 
Menestheus are a motor launch and 
a sailing boat. These are specially 
provided for the purpose of giving 
the midshipman | practical know- 
ledge in the . handling of boats. 
The lifeboats, 16 in all, of which 
8.are gelf-propelled, were built to 
the designs of Mr, George Turn- 
bull. The boat davits are of the 
radial type,-fitted with Turnbull's 
patent turning-out gear. The 
galley is placed on the* contra 
castle deck, and is fitted with 
‘electricity throughout. On this 
deck is also placed"the emergency 
generating plant. In the event of 
an accident this plant can still 
maintain’ all the eagential. services 
of the ship. : 

The ship's ‘wireleas installation 
is one of a‘type which was the 
first to be used by Britain on 
ships on the direct current system 
of 2,000 volts. It is fitted with 
auto alarm devices. The master 
and officers’ necommodation {fs on 
the lower bridge “deck, while the 
midshipmen are housed in the 
alleyway on the port side of fhe 
centre, castle deck,” together with 
the engineers and petty officers. 

The ship is supplied with the 
latest navigational appliances, and 
her side lights are fool proof 
against accident, as alternative 
bulbs’ sre supplied, and In the 
event of their failing to work a 
warning bell is started on tho 
bridge in the chart room.

Fails to Fetch Reserve 
Price at Auction 


Port Edgar naval base, situated 
on the south shore of the Firth of 
Forth, opposite Rosyth Dockyard, 
which figured ‘80 prominently dur- 
ing the war asa centre for the 
repair and re-fitting. of the smaller 
ships of the Grand Ficet, was offer- 
ed for sale by auction in Edin- 
burgh.

\ A BRIEF ILLNESS 
Tt is with regret that 
the China Mail has to an- 
ounce the death of ‘Mr. Samuel’ 
Buckley Platt, a member of the 
Chief ‘Eng!ncers’ Department at 
the Royal Naval Yard, which oc- 
curred at the Royal Naval Hos- 
pital late on Monday ‘night.

IFT was a bold step by the Governor- 

General of the time being to 
-abolish the custom of “Suttee”-or, 
“Sati.” Incidentally, ‘ this sword, 
moaning “a pure or virtuous 
woman," was applied strictly to the 
person immolated, not to the rite. 
High-caste Hindu widows deemed it 
a anered duty to burn themselves 
alive on the ‘funeral pyres of their 
husbands. ~ 

This hideous custom was prac- 
tised particularly in Lower Bengal, 
where for centurles the number of 
wretched women annually burnt, 
some voluntarily and even engerly, 
some dragged or beaten to the pyre, 
or Jed stupefied by drugs, fluctuated 
between 600 and 800. In 1823 there 
were 575 widows burnt in Bengal, 
310 of them within the aren of 
jurisdiction of the Calcutta court. 

Savagery of this kind was no 
more an essential part of the Hindu 
religion than the burning of witches 
was an integral part of Christian 
ritual. ‘How or when it, came into 
India ig not clear, but certainly it 
was practised at the time of the 

1 invasion of India -by, Alexander the 
Great, and there are ‘grounds for 
qusuming that it was -originally a 
legacy of hordes of invaders. Long 
‘before the time of Lord William 
Bentinck’ efforts had teen made by 
enlightened Orientals to suppress It. 
Laws were  passed.in the ‘time of 
Akbar, ‘the great Mogul: emperor, 
forbidding Hindus to burn widows 
unless ‘permission were grantad -by 
the local governors at the request of 
the widows. ’ . 

No instructions, expressed or im- 
plied, can be found in the Vedas 
justifying a custom which, long 
before its suppression, was abhorred 
by: most civilised Hindus. Yet cer- 
tain sections of the Brahman priest- 
hood tried to ‘deter Lord William 
Bentinck from ‘his task by declaring 
that self-Immolation was a rite en- 
joined on all high-caste Hindu 
women by a divine ordinance, and 
‘that the intention of the Governot- 
Genera) to suppress it was a direct 
attack on ‘the Hindu religion, To 
aupport their contention they quoted 
a garbled extract ‘from the Vedas.

INTERESTING LECTURE BY 
MAJOR DOYLE 


ARMY PARABLES 


7 The Bishop of Victoria (Bishop 
C..R. Duppuy), speaking from the 
chair at the meeting yesterday of 
‘the local branch of the Englsh 
Assoviation,. said that when he 
had -heard the title of the lecture 
Major Doyle was to give them 
“English in the Army” it had -set 
him wondering. [He remembered 
the: words of. Lord Rawlinson 
spoken to a gathering of padres 
after the armistice, “Many of 
you have been.to Universities but 
no University has taught you 
more than this Army with which 
you have been engaged.” Here in 

“Hong Kong they derived many 
benefits from having the men of 
H.M.'s Services among us—but 
not from’ their English, 


Concise English 

Major Doyle’ began his lecture’ 
by saying that he feared the title 
was misleading, Scientists had 
to turn to Latin in order to ex- 
press: themselves clearly; diplo- 
mativts had to turn to French: 
he wanted to change alt that, and 
felt that a study of the language 
used by the British Army might 
do much to teach the use of clear 
sconcise English. 

The purpose of the army was 
to train for war, and they had 
need of’ clear and definite Jan- 
gugge to express things unmis- 
takably and rapidly, The simplest 
style was needed when one want- 
ed to give information, and that 
was why he was against the read- 
ing of ‘the classics and novels, in 
whieh metaphor was used. Army 
Innguage contained plenty of 
nouns, a few definite adjectives, 
and a few verbs. The Army had 
to learn the names of-all the 

. parts of the things they used, 
landscape as well as weapons. 
We even gave extra names to 
some of the letters of the al- 
phabet to ensure clearness.” The 
object was to express the mean- 
ing of the order clearly and to 
be sure that it was conveyed 
- clearly.  lustrating the type of 
mistake which might be made by 
too yreat terseness, Major Doyle 
told a story of a party of men 
who were set to stone breaking 
and ordered to break the stones 
to the size of nuts. When the 
sergeant returned he found the 
men seated on a pile of boulders 
and remarked “If I had known 
you was cockneys I'd have’ told 
you 1 didn’t’ mean cocoa nuts.” . 


Army Orders 


Army orders were divided into 
three paragraphs. The first gave 
information as to the position of

VAST REGION FOR 1,000 YEARS’ 
SCENE 


HISTORICAL PROCESS 

One of the most desolnte areas on 
ithe wortl’s surface came to the at- 
tention of a Lowell Institute audi. 
ence by picture and atory, when Sir 
Aurel Stein, recently retired from 
the archacoloxical department of 
the Government of India after 
forty-two yeurs of service, began ‘a 
course on his “Explorations in In 

“\nermost Asin” > 

The -speaker began with a survey 
of Chinese Turkestan and its border 
regions in yeoyraphy and history. 
He presented a bird's-eye view of 
the vast Central-Asian region which 
he had under his orders and at, the 
expense of the Government of India 
carried out his three successive ex: 
peditions of archaeological und yeo- 
graphical expeditions (1900-1, 1906- 
8, 1913-16), Extending aver a 
period of seven years, these. ex: 
plorations enabled him by murehes 
on horse, camel and ‘foot to cover 
distances aggregating 26,000 miles. 

That region, comprising Chinese 
Turkestan and the extreme north- 
western Dorderlands of China pro- 

saima distinct interest both 
nevount of the geography and 
history, even though — the greatest 
portion of it is unmitigated water- 
less desert, It comprises those 
vast basing, elevated and drainage: 
leas, which extend almost halfway 
across) the central belt of Asia. 
This vast region, measuring somo 
1,600 ‘niles in a direct line from 
east to west and nearly 600 miles 
from north to south, might. well 
seem to have ‘beon intended by 
nature to serve far more a3 8 
barrier between the lands which 
have given to the earth its great 
civilizations than to facilitate the 
exchange of their cultural ins 
fluences. Most of it is occupied by 
huge. stretches of desert and covered 
with moving sands, bare clay, 
gravel or salt.’ Yet it is along the 
few routes leading close to the 
fringe of these deserts or crossing 
them that this exchange between 
the ancient elvilization of China on 
the onv side and the cultural sphere 
of India, Persia and the Helenized 
Near Eust took place. . 

Great Mountain Ranges 

Sir Aurel Stein first took his 
audienze along the great mountain 
ranges which enclose those drainage: 
legs basins of the Tarim, the Su-lo- 
ho and Etsin-gol, Starting from 
the anowy Hindukush and the 
Pamira, he showed the almost im- 
penetrable barrier raised to the 
south towards India and the Tibetan 
plateaus by the mighty mountains 
rampurt of the Kunlun with its 
glacier-crowned crest lne close on 
to 20,000 feet and its utterly barren 
outer ranges. His exact topo- 
graphical surveys covering alto- 
gether wme twenty-seven degrees 
of longitude had ‘been extended 
eastward along the high Nan-shan 
ranges, ‘that continuation of tho 
Kun-hun, right to the Pacific water- 
shed, Then, turning to the north: 
ern rim of these basins, he rapidly 
described the arid wastes of the 
Pei-shan “Gobi” and the long- 
stretched tange of the Tien-Shan, 
the Celestint mountains, which 
divide them from. Mongolia and 
Dzusyaria, those belts of great 
smomadic migrations. 

Most of the Tarim basin, stretch- 
ing over o distance of more than 
900 miles, is’ occupied by the huge 
central desert of bare sand dunes 
known aa the Taklamakas, With 
two exceptions all the rivers de- 
scending from the snowy ranges lost 
themselves in ‘this “sea of sand.” 
But the ancient sites which Sir 
Aurel explored in the Taklamakan 
prove that several of these terminal 


river courses carried thelr water. 
considerably farther into the desert}. 


within historical times. The. dis- 
covery dnd clearing of the remains 
at those ancient sites was facilitat- 
ed by the eroding force of the winds 
which, during a considerable por- 
tion of the year, sweep across the 
desert and abrade the eurface, of 
the clayey soll. The photographs

Low-lan. Through this now wholly 
waterless waste and across the area 
of the dried-up sea there had passed 
the earllest Chinese route leading 
into Central Asia and thus to the 
western world. In a subsequent 
lecture Sir Aurel proposes to de 
scribe the venturesome explorations 
by. which he succeeded in tracking 
the vestiges of the ancient route.

Opens Up New Region 

The vast region thus rapidly sket- 
ched by the lecturer was destined 
to serve for a thousand years a3 the 
principal scene of an important his- 
torical process, the early interpenc- 
tration of Chinese, Indian and West- 
ern civilisations, The story record: 
ed in the precise and reliable 
annala of the Chines¢ Han dynasty 
starts with the adventurous Central- 
‘Asian missin entrusted by” the 
great Emperor Wu-ti in 188 B. C. 
to Chang Chien, It immediate 
object was political, ‘to secure the 
aid of the great Yuch-chigh, the 
later Indo-Scythians against the 
Hsiung-nu or Huns, those heredi- 
tary foes of China who had ousted 
them twenty years before from 
‘their old seats along the north- 
ern foot of the Nan-shan. “Tho 
young Chinese officer failed to 
achieve this aim, but when after 
an absence of thirteen years and 
many hardships he regained China, 
with only one’ companion ‘surviving 
out of the hundred with whom he 
had started, Chang Chien became 
the pioneer of China’a intercourse 
with Central Asia and the West. 
He first revealed toahe Chinese the 
existence of great civilised popu- 
lations westward. *. The importance 
of securing access to them for the 
3ake of trade, especially ‘in altk, 
was realized and quickly led to a 
policy of expansion. : 

By. 121 B.C, the Huns were final- 
ly ousted and ‘driven north, the 
military advance being quickly fol- 
lowed by a rapid organisation of 
Chinese political and commercial 


missions, . Before long they began, 


to have trouble from petty chiefs 
in the Tarim basin and from raids 
by the Hung. Thus the need for 
military protection was seen. So 
the Chinese started military colonies 
along that natural corridor west- 
ward and the construction of a wall, 
to protect it, in 102 B.C.a 
Chinese expedition of 60,000 men 
triumphed over all difficulties of 
nature and the prestige of China 
was so atrengthened that hence- 
forth Chinese control of the Tarim 
basin remained unbroken for more 
than a century. 

Abundant remains of ruined. set- 
tlements which Sir Aurel's explora- 
tions have brought 'to light beyond 
the termination of the Niya River 
and in the Lop Desert comprise 
carefully constructed houses, house- 
hold: furniture, fine wood ‘carvings, 
decorated textiles, as well as written 
documents In a variety of languages 
on wood, leather,. silk and paper.

BIRTH OF ALPHABET 


Discoveries ‘in Syria 
- ‘Throw a New Light 


An entirely new page in the his- 
tory of mankind was deciphered 
last spring by French archwolog-. 
fats working in Syria, Their dis- 
coveries of .towns, palaces, and 
tombs several thousand years old 
have thrown a new light on an 
almost prehistoric age extending 
from the time of Abraham to that 
of ‘Moses (says an overseas jour- 
nal). co ‘ 

This period. has now ceased to 
be legendary, as far’ (as, Syria’ is 
concerned. With .the documents 
unearthed, - historfans -sooh. can’ tell 
in detail the anciént from the time 
of Abraham, — _ 


thousand: years ago, they still con- 
tain many valuable indications of 
the religious rites of those who 
built them. : 

But the most. remarkable dis- 
covery of the archwologists was, a 
library of about sixty tablets, 
found in the grounds of the palace. 
Some of the tablets, written in 
Babylonian couneiform aigns—the 
diplomatic language of that time— 
were letters from Egyptian Phar- 
aohs to the Princes of that myster- 
fous téwn whose name the savants 
have not yet discovered. Some 
others were the inventory of the 
King’s treasuries. 

But the most interesting among 
them have not yet been deciphered, 
as they were written in what fs 
believed’ to be the world’s first al- 
phabet. Twenty-six ,or twenty- 
geven letters could be discerned in 
it, but it probably will be some timo 
before the experts in old alphabets 
identify the sounds these letters 
represent. The excavations in Ras 
Shamra will be ' continued next 
spring—spring being the only sea 
gon when digging in Syria is pos- 
sible. On that site evidently existed 
a large town—possibly, an Aegian 
colony-—that was a centre for trade 
with Egypt and Greece and Cyprus. 

Before Abraham 

_No_ less interesting than M. 
Schaeffer's report was the com- 
munication made at the academy by 
Count du Mesnif du Buisson on his 
digging at Katna, in the middle 
Syrian desert. The town of Katna 
has long been known to historians, 
but no one could indicate its loca- 
tion. 

Advised five years ago by a Jesuit 
missionary, the archeologist ex- 
plored part of the desert near 
Mishrife, where an accumulation of 
sand indicated the probability of 
finding an underground town, and 
Count du Mesnil unearthed there 
the ruins or three towns, built one 
over the other. The first, of which 
only the gates could be discovered 
until now, had existed in the third 
millenium B.C., before Abraham's 
time. The second had been built 
about 2,300 B.C., and destroyed by 
invaders in 1375 B.C., and the third 
was evidently of the: Neo-Baby- 
lonian era, at its maximum of 
prosperity under Namuchodonosor’s 
reign. : .

to the wing, there will be at least 
three men prepared for the ‘centre 
when it comes over. That docs 
enable some strength to be placed 
in attack, . 

Centre Half's New Role 

With the new offside rule in force 
it is necessary to watch defensive 
play very carefully. There can 
be no two opinions about that. 
The centre half. has | been 
drawn back until he has 
almost become a third back. Not 
so long ago it was admitted that 
most of the successful attacks 
emanated from the centre-half, How 
many do s0 to-day? Not one per 
cent, That. is indeed, a great 
change. 

So great o change {s it that at- 
tack has suffered and it has even 
been suggested that another player 
should be introduced into a foot- 
ball team, making the number twelve 
to supply the deficiency. Maybe 
this will come some day, but do not 
ask me to say how it will affect the 
game. The points that I can 
visualise do not appeal to me and I 
prefer to leave any problems that 
might arise to those who have to 
solve them. . 

Tam only interested in a team_of 
eleven having to think out new 
methods to combat a change In law. 
Somewhere we have to make up a 
deficiency in attack. We have got 
to find a substitute for the centre- 
half in an attacklng sense, Who- 
ever takes over this role must act 
as an intermediary between attack 
and defence, just as the centre-half 
used to do, = : 

The whole thing seems to boil 
down to this: if it is’ necessary to 
take away the centre-half from at- 
tack, then it is pecessary to draw 
back an attacker to take over the 
'centre’s old work. 


Four Forwards 

How long will it be before some 
club makes the experiment of being 
‘satished with four forwards, three 
halves, a apare half—who will work 
between the backs and halves—two 
backs and a goalkeeper? It will 
come I feel certain. Maybe the 
formation will not be quite the 
same, Perhaps, instead of a spare 
half, we shall have a spare forward, 
playing between the half backs and 
the forwards, The’ result will be 
the same. : 

There is no reason why a club 
should not try this, Eleven men 
make up a football team and they 
can play as they please. You will 
notice that I do not say four half- 
T am allowing for the fact. 


by making a spare forward, who 
could, if necessary, go back to the 
half-back line, but who would sup- 
ply the attack with the material, as 
,the old centre half-back did. 

It may. seem to be the milder 
form of the “W” formation that I 
am advocating, but that Is not. so. 
,This spare man would not be on 
any particular wing. Everybody 
would know exactly what he was 
supposed to be doling. There would 
be balance in the team where to- 
day there is often uncertainty. 


The main thing ‘to decide ta’ 


whether four men definitely in at~ 
tack would be sufficient. How 
many teams have five to-day? Very 
few; that is the answer to the 
doubt. We have to bo satisfied 
with four and very often three and 
there is nothing definite in to-day’s

FOR INCAS’ GOLD 


DISCOVERY. REVIVES: ANCIENT 
QUEST : 


FABULOUS TREASURE 

Just as New York, with memories 
of Blackbeard and Captain Kidd, 
now and again revives the vision of 
a& possible unearthing of pirate 
hoards in the neighbourhood, so 
Peru still dreams of some day re- 
trieving a successfully secreted Inca 
treasure. The recent discovery by. 
prospectors near the Pass of An- 
juay, in Ecuador, of a cave contain- 
ing an Inca dol and a number of 
skeletons. has led to the hope that 
the long lost treasure Hes near by. 
The hope is bolstered by. circum: 
stantial evidence of the existence of 
such a treasure trove. Years ago a 
poor Spaniard named Valverde sud- 
denly appeared, possessed of such 
vast wealth that no one could im- 
agine anything except that he had 
found a hidden treasure,. Tradition 
hod long held that somewhere in 
the fastnesses of the mountains was 
a cave full of rich jewels and pre- 
cious metals which the Incas h:d 
stored away. Rumour had it that 
Valverde had come upon it. He ad- 
mitted it, and his dying bequest to 
the King of Spain was the secret of 
the cave’s location, 

Generations of adventurers since: 
then have applied themselves ‘to the 
quest, goaded on by the glamour of 
buried wealth.* But at the mountain 
called Maggasitas the trail was al- 
ways lost. That far the features of 
tho landscape coincided unmistak- 
ably with Valverde’s description, 
according to the British botanist, 
Richard Spruce, who undertook the 


' 


. | quest in 1857; but further than that 


all were at a loss what course to 
pursue. 
Wealth Undreamed of 

The Inca wealth at the time of 
the arrival in Peru of Francis 
Pizarro and his men was almost in- 
eredible to Europeans. Here at last 
the dream of riches unbounded, 
.| which had lured Spain into the un- 
known on the path of discovery, ap- 
peared fully realized. ‘No sooner 
had the white man landed than 
natives of the coast began to relate 
to them accounts of the powerful 
monarch who ruled the land and of 
his resplendent capital in’ a valley 
of the mountaings—the city of the 
Sun, blazing with gold and silver. 

The Inca governed his people 
with a despotic hand. All that, they 
were and did was according to law 
and order, They knew no poverty, 
no want, but for this security was 
exacted unending induatry, = In 
labour they paid their taxes; and 
enormous were the public works 
that resulted — astounding the 
riches amassed for palace and tem- 
ple. 


The eyes of Pizarro’s men glisten: | 


ed when they beheld the envoys of 
Atahualpa, the’ Inca, approach, 
quaffing their native’ chicha from 
golden goblets. When finally the 
Spaniards reached Atahualpa's lux- 
urious camp at Caxamalea, they 
were themselves served from enor- 
mous golden vessels. The Inca re- 
celved the strangers with frlendll- 


‘| ness and lodged them in the desert- 


ed town near by, assuring them 
that he would visit them on the fol- 
lowing day. 

Moving toward the town with all 
his army in battle array, the’ Inca 
halted on the plain, sending word 
that with an . unarmed retinue he 
would enter ‘the town to. pass the 
night as the. Spanlard’s guests, He 
came borne on a throne of.massive. 
gold, shaded by a palanguin lined 
with the plumes .-of tropical birds 


purloined or secretéd by the natives, 
agreed to accede to Atahualpa's 
Proposal, 7 

On the wall of the chamber, 
which measured seventeen fect by 
twenty-two, a red line was drawn 
nine feet from the floor, to indicate 
how high the treasure pile should 
reach; and a notary was called to 
record the contract, The ransom 
was to be assembled in. two months, 
the captive monarch promised; and 
for good measure a smaller adjoin- 
ing room was to be twice filled with 
silver.
